> Mayor feels 

reducing regional 
council from 31 
members to 19 is

Smaller is better, according 
to mayor Doug Martin. 

At Monday's council meet¬ 
ing, he presented an idea that 
he will be taking to his col¬ 
leagues on regional council 
about restructuring its size of 
31 representatives from all of 
Niagara's 12 municipalities to 
19 members. 

His plan suggests for a 
council made up of 12 may¬ 
ors, one chairperson and six 
regional councillors split 
between the three largest 
municipalities in Niagara 
which are St. Catharines, 
Niagara Falls and Welland. 
Martin is pitching this con¬ 
cept to take effect by 2014 
and not for the next election 
that will take place later this 
year in October.

the current members of 
regional council by June of 
the election year. 

"This would allow for con¬ 
tinuity and ease the transi¬ 
tion and eliminate the need 
for another election or bi¬ 
election." 

He feels there is a need to 
bring "real change" by devel¬ 
oping a focused set of eco¬ 
nomic interests to transform 
the local economy and make 
the regional government 
more effective, in his opinion. 

"Niagara's inability to do 
this is chasing away econom¬ 
ic investment to other areas 
of the province and is 
destructive to the Region's 
potential," he said. 

Martin also believes this 
proposal will create more 
communication between 
area municipalities and allow 
for regional council to have a 
better understanding of ail 
the issues taking place in 
Niagara. 

"Regional council should 
be an institution that pro¬ 
motes inter-municipal co¬ 
operation." 

Shirley Cordiner, Fort 
Erie's regional councillor, 
says she supports this pro¬ 
posal but doesn't agree with

it Councillors having a dual 
role between the Region and 
the municipal council will be 
too time consuming and is 
too much to ask of members. 

"If you're working 9 to 5, 
you would have to quit your 
job," she said. 

She agrees that 31 people 
sitting on regional council is 
much larger than it should be 
and feels Martin is on the 
right rack, saying there needs 
to be a more prominent uni¬ 
son between regional and 
municipal governments. 

"There has to be much 
more communication 
between the municipality 
and their regional council¬ 
lor," said Cordiner.

He compared Niagara's 
political structure to those of 
other regional governments 
in the province, saying that 
the numbers are completely 
different. For example, the 
Peel Region has 24 represen¬ 
tatives plus one chairperson 
and a population of 1.1 mil¬ 
lion. 

In Niagara there are 30 
members, plus one chairper¬ 
son and the combined popu¬ 
lation of all 12 municipalities 
is slightly over 427,000. 

In his plan, there would be 
a 50/50 split on council, 
excluding the chair, between 
the three largest municipali¬ 
ties and the remaining nine 
smaller ones. 

"This creates social equi¬ 
ty," said Martin. 

The 12 mayors would form 
the majority of the council, 
with only 10 of the 12 
required to carry a vote. 

"This is of significant 
importance as the mayors 
have dual accountability to 
the area municipalities," he

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Operating budget approved by council 


Councillors

On Monday night, the 
Town of Fort Erie council 
approved its 2010 operating 
budget through by-law. 

The $22,478,468 budget 
that has a general levy of 
$17,372,245 was approved 
by a 5 to 2 vote, with coun¬ 
cillors Ann-Marie Noyes 
and Bob Steckley voting 
against it. 

The general levy consists 
of money paid to the Town 
by taxpayers and the differ¬ 
ence comes from fees paid 
by gaming revenue, sale of 
land, buildings and equip¬ 
ment, BIA levies and other 
sources of income. 

This budget will create a 
4.5 per cent increase on the 
taxpayer's bill from the 
Town and a 3.06 per cent 
increase when on the over¬ 
all tax bill. In a dollar 
amount, the average house¬ 
hold will pay an extra $3.12 
on the Town’s portion of the 
biff and $5.95 per month, 
considering the estimated 
education tax rate and the 
Region’s portion. 

Ward 6 Coun. Ann-Marie 
Noyes feels the local gov¬ 
ernment has increased 


taxes considerably over the 
last four years, saying that 
they have increased by 30 
per cent since this council 
was elected in 2006. 

She said since this coun¬ 
cil's first budget in its first 
year, there has been a 
$4,630,282 increase in the 
spending of rate payers' 
money. 

"I just don't think the tax¬ 
payers can bear this," she 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley compared the rates 
people in Fort Erie pay to 
those in the other 11 munic¬ 
ipalities in Niagara. 
According to numbers he 
has crunched while using a 
feature on the Region's 
website, he says Fort Erie 
taxpayers are burdened 
with the fourth highest 
rates. 

"I think it puts Fort Erie in 
a difficult position if people 
are moving down from the 
Toronto area or anywhere 
else, looking for a place to 
retire," said Steckley. 

Rick Shular, councillor for 
ward one said this budget 
took 'hours of contempla¬ 
tion and debate" and that 
there are items he support¬ 
ed and items he was 
opposed to. He said 
although he believes it isn't 
a perfect budget, it puts res¬ 
idents in a better financial 
situation that what they 
were in when the current 
council took office.

we're turning over a sound 
financial position I think the 
people of Fort Erie can sup¬ 
port," said Shular. 

Ward 5 Coun. Martha 
Lockwood referred to con¬ 
versations she has had with 
newcomers to the area, 
whom she claims do not 
feel taxes are too high here 
in Fort Erie but are much 
lower than the areas they 
re-located from. Earlier in 
the meeting, Coun. Steckley 
said he often hears ques¬ 
tions about lowering taxes 
from residents and con¬ 
stituents, but Lockwood 
said she gets different ques- 

"I hear 'what are you 
going to do about my 
roads?" 1 she said. 

Tim Whitfield, councillor 
for Ridgeway-Thinder Bay 
said these increases are 
necessary for the improve¬ 


ments and projects taking 
place around town. He said 
without raising taxes, the 
people of Crescent Park and 
residents in his own ward 
would not be able to enjoy 
the comfort of knowing 
their basements will not 
flood on a regular basis 
whenever there is a major 
storm or when there is a sig¬ 
nificant snow-melt. In order 
to fix these problems, 
money needs to be spent. 

"We've been able to make 
substantial changes and 
improvements," he said. 

"This council is leaving 
the community in a much 
stronger financial position 


added Whitfield. 

Ward 1 Coun. Sandy 
Annunziata, who is also the 
chair of corporate services 
said the budget practices 
fiscal restraint to some 
degree. If he were to sum¬ 
marize the entire package, 
he said the word "momen¬ 
tum" would be the best way 
of describing it. He also said 
it follows suit with the 
Town's strategic plan, 
developed when council 
first came into power. 

"This budget is a culmi¬ 
nation of a strategic vision 
this council implemented 
four years ago," said 
Annunziata. 

"We will continue to build 


a very strong future for the 
Town of Fort Erie," he 

Mayor Doug Martin said 
in order to provide the 
many services offered by 
the Town and move ahead 
with different projects, 
spending needs to take 
place and staff levels should 
remain the same. This is 
something that has been 
carefully worked on through 
the last four budgets and 
since the implementation of 
the strategic plan. 

"The budgets we've had 
reflect the costs that are 
necessary to provide those 
services, that's what we've 
done," said Martin.

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Hudak wants LHIN review put back on the table

Tim Hudak says a 
mandatory review of the 
province's 14 Local Health 
Integration Networks has 
been cast aside by premier 
Dalton McGuinty. 

On Wednesday, Hudak, 


the leader of the 
Ontario PC Caucus and a 
Fort Erie native spoke to the 
Times, saying that the pre¬ 
mier has elusively removed 
this item from the Liberals' 
agenda, which they are 
obligated to conduct under 
the Ontario Hospitals Act 
from 2006, the same year 
the LHIN's were imple¬ 
mented by the ministry of 
health and long-term care. 

"In a very sneaky way, 
buried deep in the budget, 
they are eliminating this 
provision and postponing 
this needed review," he 
said in a phone interview. 

There have been com¬ 


plaints from all 
province he said, from Fort 
Erie to Sarnia to parts of 
northern Ontario about the 
delivery of health care. He 
feels there are many flaws 
to the system, saying there 
are many individuals in 
middle management posi¬ 
tions who are having their 
"pockets padded" with 
wage increases and aren't 
responsible for one-on-one 
treatment with patients. 

"None of them are pro¬ 
viding any kind of direct 
patient care," he said. 

He also believes there is a 
similar trend with the role 
of the Ontario ombudsman 


this issue, who is also 
supposed to be coming for¬ 
ward with a report on the 
amount of public input 
used by the Hamilton 
Niagara Haldimand Brant 
LHIN when implementing 
the Niagara Health 
System's Hospital 

Improvement Plan. He sees 
the scheduled review and 
the fact that the ombuds¬ 
man's contract, that 
expired on Wednesday, not 
being renewed until other 
applicants of the position 
are evaluated is a direct 
correlation. The ombuds¬ 
man’s contract has been 
extended by six months 


until the position is filled. 

"The ombudsman has 
been one of the premier's 
harshest critics," he said. 

Niagara Falls MPP Kim 
Craitor, Fort Erie's repre¬ 
sentative in the provincial 
government said there has 
been suggestions the 
ombudsman's review has 
been delayed, but he does¬ 
n't believe it to be true, say¬ 
ing the government doesn't 
have the authority to cancel 
it. 

"I've never seen the gov¬ 
ernment get directly 
involved with the ombuds¬ 
man," said Craitor. 

As for the LHIN review, 


he said it has been delayed 
because they didn't take 
complete control until two 
years after they were first 
created. But at the same 
time, he feels it can still be 
conducted based on the 
progress so far. 

"I have no problem with a 
review of the LHINs now, 
based on the two years 
they've had full authority," 
said Craitor. 

He also feels a review of 
the Niagara Health System 
should be conducted and 
has proposed this already.
